IN the Senate, on the 4th, Mr. Hale present- 
ed a petition protesting against any change in 
the fishery treaties. Mr. Cullom presented pe- 
titions indorsing the Inter-State Commerce 
law, favoring the Reagan scheme to restrict 
immigration. and favoring Government owner- 
ship of telegraph lines. A number of miscel- 
laneous bills were introduced. Senators Sher- 
man and Voorh:es discussed in lengthy 
speeches the tariff question and the Presi- 


dent's message....In the House Mr. 
Mills announced that the Speaker 
would not yet announce the commit- 


tees, and requested that the introduction of 
bills be permitted, and a large number of mis- 
cellaneous Character was introduced, among 
them one by Mr. Springer, of Illinois, for the 
organization of the Territory of Oklahoma— 
There were 92 public bills introduced, many 
of them very important. 

IN the Senate, on the 5th, Mr. Dawés report- 
ed bills providing for the compulsory education 
of Indian children, and relating to marriage be- 
tween white men and Indian women. Among 
the bills introduced, were one by Mr. Hoar, 
providing for & world’s exposition at Washing- 
ton in 1892; by Mr. Dawes, to establish 2 postal 
telegraph; by Mr. Platt, for the formation and 
admission into the Union of the State of North 
Dakota. Mr. Mitchell called up the joint reso- 
lution for the appointment of a commission to 
select a site fora naval station on-the Pacific 
coast, which, after discussion, was referred. 
The Blair Educational bill was then 
taken up, and after a speech by Senator Rea- 
gan opposing it, the Senate adjourned until the 
_ In the House, Mr. Taylor, of Ohio, in 
troduced a bill to restore the rate of duty on 
imported wools. Mr. Stone, of Missouri, of- 
fered a resolution directing the committe on 
judiciary to investigate the facts touching the 
imprisonment of the judges of the County 
Court of St. Clair County, Mo. The Speaker 
announced the standing committees and an ad- 
journment was tiken to the 9th.

THE snowsfall in the Upper Michigan 
peninsula for the forty-eight hours ended 
the night of the 6th was unprecedented. 
Up to that time two feet had fallen ona 
level, and the storm still continued. All 
trains were delayed, and a general block- 
ade seemed probable. 

WHILE laboring under a temporary fit 
of insanity on the 7.h, G. M. D. Davis, 
one of the leading real estate men of 
Holdrege, Neb., shot himself through the 
heart witha shotgun. He had a wife and 
three children. 

R. B. KENERFON, a prominent merchant. 
of Boston, was robbed of a large sum in 
the Maverick National Bank on the 7th 
by two professional sneak-thieves—a man 
and a woman—who played the “drop 
game” on him. 

THREE men were killed in the Champion 
mine, near Marquette, Mich., on the 7th, 
by the accidental dumping of the skiff in 
which they were riding to the surface, 
Their names were John Casey, Carl Jobn- 
son and W. P. Craddock. Two men es- 
caped by jumping. 

JACK DONOVAN, twenty-two years old, 
leaped from Utica Street bridge at Oswe- 
go, N. Y., into Oswego river, seventy-five 
feet, on the 7h, and was immediately 
carried under the ice and drowned. It is 
thought he was insane. The body was 
carried out into the lake. 

GENERAL WASHINGTON SEAWELL (re- 
tired) died at San Francisco on the 9th. 

MEXICAN war veterans met at Chicago 
on the 9th, and drafted a pension bill to 
present to Congress for passage. 

St. PETERSBURG advices are to the effect 
that the apparent promise of continued 
peace is only conditional. 

Ir has been decided by the Interior De- 
partment that survivors of ‘*Powell’s Ore- 
gon battalion” are not entitled to pensions 
as Mexican veterans. 

ARCHBISHOP Ryan of Philadelphia was 
anounced to preach a jubilee sermon at 
Rome on the J1th. 

THE Cambria Iron Company of Johns- 
town, Pa., employing 3,000 men, have de- 
cided to make a reduction in wages of ten 
per cent. on February 1 unless business 
improves. 

BATTERIES 9 and 10, occupying the entire 
north end of the rolling-mill, at Brazil, 
Ind., exploded on the 9th with terrific 
force, demolishing two smoke stacks and 
tearing down the north end of the mill, 
piling the debris several feet deep. Sev- 
eral employes were killed or injured. 

THE thirteenth annual convention of 
the Bricklayers’ and Masons’ Interna- 
tional Union met in Boston on the 9th. 
Two hundred delezates were present from 
all parts of the country.

A Rear-End Collision on the Union Pacific | 


Railroad, Resulting in Loss of Life and Ky,, was killed a few days ago by Sam 


Serious Injurv to Many Passengers — 
Others Badty Frozen by Exposure to a 
Temperature Twenty Degrees Below 
Zero. | 


CHEYENNE, Wyo., Jan. 10.—The west- | 
bound passenger train which left here | 
Sunday evening was halted near Edson | 
station at half-past two o’clock yesterday 
morning to repair slight damage to the 


engine. After the delay, and when the 
train had proceeded but a _ few 
hundred yards, a freight train . 


running at a high rate rounded a curve 
and crashed into the rear car, telescoping 
two emigrant cars, which at once caught 
fire and were entirely consumed. Tve 
rear of the sleeper Delhi was also burned. 
A wrecking car and acorps of surgeons 
were scon onthe ground. Five hours aft- 
erward the track was cleared and the 
dead and wounded were removed.

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THE READING STRIKE. 


Matters Becoming More Serious Every 
Day—Reading Officials Hint that Over- 
tures Not Demanding Too Much Would 
be Met. 

READING, Pa., Jan. 10.—Atseven o’clock 
last evening the Reading officers had no 
account of any trains as having left for 
down the road. It looks as though matters 
were becoming more serious every day. 
The business men in Schuykill County 
and throughout Eastern Pennsylvania 
will call on President Corbin this 
week with a view of urging a 
compromise with the striking miners. 
A prominent Reading road _ officer 
intimated that if the men showed a 
proper disposition, and did not expect too 
much, he thought the trouble would be 
settled within the next ten days. There) 
is little doubt that the trouble would have | 
been adjusted by this time were it not.

they recede from this position. 

The furnaces in the vicinity are still in 
blast, and it is said the company will en- 
deavor to furnish them with sufficient 
coal to bridge over the trouble.

READING, Pa., Jan. 10.—Chairman John 
L. Lee and William L. Lewis, master 


bly, held a conferenc3 with prominent 
Knights of Labor Sunday night, in rela- 
tion to the strike. The session lasted un- 
til nearly midnight. Chairman Lee 
stated vesterday, before leaving the city: 
“Tfeel that wehave this strike in our 
hands. All of the Reading Railroad Com- 
pany’s collieries are practicaily idle. 
They are making the show of running 
several of their mines with a hand full of 
men, but they are neither selling nor 
shipping aton of coal. Beginning with 
to-day not an individual mine will be in 
operation. The miners of the Wyoming 
region have not been called upon to strike, 
but they have promised financial support. 
If it is necessary to call them out to win 
the strike, they will respond to a man; 
but no such order has yet been issued. If 
it is absolnte!y necessary, for the Reading 
miners to win, every miner will be called 
upon to strike, and our assurance is that 
they will all come out if called upon.” 
Mr. Lee added that he had been assured 
that the knights in this city were heartily 
with the order at large in demanding the 
reinstatement of all the men discharged 
after the strike had been declared off.and 
that if they did move they would move as 
one man. In this connection, however, it 
may be stated on the other hand, that 
the Reading knights, numbering two 
thousand, have reiterated time and 
again that they would not strike, 
and this is the situation to-day. Tho 
shops are working, and there are no indi- 
cations of a strike, though they will give 
ail the financial help they can. Knights 
here say that in refusiug to strike they 
obeved the rnies of tha order, as Chair- 
man Lee had no anthority to order a 
strike, which could only be. ordered by

Mart Watts, aged sixty-five years, com- 
mitted suicide at Adams station, Robert- 
son County, Tenn., a few days since, by 
taking strychnine. He was a widowe 
with no family, and had been ill for som’ 
time. 

Governor Lowry, in his message to the 
Legislature of Mississippi recommends 
the submission of a constitutional amend- 
ment making areceipt for the poll-tax a 
prerequisite to casting the ballot. 

Benjamin Burton, an Atlanta (Ga.) fire 
man, was arrested, a few days ago, upoR 
a charge of bigamy. Burton is charged 
with having married Miss Lizzie Kirkley, 
of Rome, Ga.; Miss Lulu’ Robert- 
son, of South Carolina; Miss Lula, of An- 
derson County, 8S. C., and Miss Delia 
Wilson, of Atlanta. Burton denies the 
charges, and says they have the wrong 
man. 

Governor Taylor, of Tennessee, has 
commuted the life sentence of Spence 
Donaldson, a convict now in the Nash- 
ville penitentiary, to fifteen years’ impris- 
onment. Donaldson’s case was that of 
murder, and his coviction was brought 
about by circumstantial evidence. The 
victim was acolored girl named Granory, 
who lived in Blount County. 

Tom Connelly, a young man, was found 
dead on the levee at Greenville, Miss.,a 
few days ago with his face badly dis- 
figured. From all indications he was 
murdered with some heavy weight. Con- 
nelly was working on the levee above the 
town, and no doubt was assaulted for the 
purpose of robbery. Several parties were 
arrested, but were released again, as 
there was no evidence against them. 

Ten years ago the Southern Methodist 
Publishing House of Nashville, Tenn.,was 
burdened with a debt of over $300,000. In 
the emergency the bond scheme was 
adopted, and all went to work to lift the 
debt.

THE RAILROADS. 


Chief Engineer Fitz Hugh’s Report 
on the Huntsville Extension. 





Birmingham Herald. : 

Now, with the opening of the new year, 
the thoughts of those interested in the 
railroad and mineral development of this 
section naturally revertto the Hunts» 
ville extension of the Birmingham Min- 
eral, by far the most important railroad 
in contemplation for Birmingham this 
year. The railroad menwho arein a 
position to know are very reticent about 
the matter; but there isevidently “somes 
thing in the wind,” and there is little 
doubt in early spring active operations 
will be commenced. 

The following description of the pro- 
posed route of the roadis taken from 
the printed report of G. D. Fitz Hugh, 
chief engineer of the Birmingham Min- 
eral, to M.H Smith, vice-president of 
the Louisville & Nashville system. After 
stating that the order forthe survey of 
extension of the Birmingham Mineral 
Railroad froma point near Boyles’ Gap, 
on thejSouth & North division: of the 
Louisville & Nashville, via Murphree’s 
Valley to Huntsville, has been executed, 
the report continues : 

Boyle’s Gap is situated five miles north 
of Birmingham in the eastern out-crop 
of the Warrior coal fields,and is about 
‘midway between the west prong or fold 
of Jone’s Valley, which connects or runs 
into Murphree’s Valley at Village Springs 
about sixteen miles northwest of Boyle’s 
Gap. Besides making the surveys oi 
several routes to Huntsville, the perm-~ 
anent location of the route has been made 
from Boyle’s Gap to Williamsoas’ Gap, 
in the red fossil iron ore ridge dividing 
Big Spring Valley from Brown's Valley, 
a distance of fifty-seven miles. 

This branch of the Birmingham Min- 
eral railroad has been called the Hunts 
ville Branch, and has its initial point at 
Bessemer, Ala., ten miles southeast 
fron Birmingham. That part of this 
branch road from Bessemer to the inter- 
section of the South & North Alabama 
railroad near Boyles Gap has been com- 
pleted, except track-laying and bridge 
superstructure, which is being carried 
forward to completion as rapidly as posr 
sible. (It has since been completed.—Ed. 

Tke location of the established line 
has been made witha view of economic 
transportation for the large and rich 
viens of fossil red ore and the large de- 
posits of fibrous brown hematite iron 
ore lining the eastern and western rims 
of Jones’ and Murphree’s Valleys, as 
well as Big Spring Valley and Brown’s 
Valley, extending to the Tennessee 
River. 

The average width of Jones and Mur- 
phree’s valleys isabout two and one 
half miles. 

West Red mountain, forming the Wes- 
tern boundries of these valleys, contains 
the largest veins of red ore until the fault 
at Village Springs makes the change of 
the position of the strata in Murphree’s 
Valley. Murphree’s Valley is the exten- 
sion of the western prongof Jones’ ina 
northeasterly direction for about fifty 
miles, when it terminates apruptly 
against the upper eastern Warrior coal 
tield, in the direction of Bridgeport. 

At Village Springs in the fine red ore 

veinss howing so conspicuously at Springs 
ville, on the Alabama Great Southern 
railroad, by the faults in this part of the 
Warrior coal fields, msakethe eastern 
boundary of Murphree’s Valley, and ex- 
ceed the ores in west Red mountain in 
quantity and quality. 
On the eust side of Murphree’s Va'ley, 
about seventeen miles above Village 
Springs and about five miles from Chep- 
ultepec, the large deposits of fibrous, 
brown hemitite ores arelocated. These 
deposits are estimated to be about forty 
feet thick, two thousand feet wide jand 
three miles long. 

Under these deposits of brown ore two 
veins of red ore of fine quality and from 
two to three leet thick are located. 

From this point in Murphree’s Valley 
in northeast direction the veins of ore in 
Kast Red Mountain are quite small. The 
veins ofore in West: Red Mountain are 
more uniform and of workable thick 
nesss as far up the valley as Whippvor~ 
will Gapin Sand Mountain; formed by a 
prong of the Warrior River, a distance 
of forty-three miles from Boyle’s Gap. 
At this point the location of the line of 
railroad leaves Murphree’s Valley and 
enters the Warrior coal fields, extending 
across this partof the basin for nine 
miles to the “‘Sequatchee fold,” called in 
this region Big Springs Valley aud 
Browns Valley,from the names of the 
two larger streams running in these 
valleysand emptying into the Tennesa 
see River. 

* * * * 

Brown’s Valley is by farthe most fer- 
tile valley in North Alabama. The aver- 
age width of the valley is two miles,and 
of Big Spring Valley two miles. 

The line of the proposed road extends 
across and down these valleys to Beard’s 
Bluff on the Tennessee river. 

* * * * 

On the route surveyed, the mineral 
region ends near Beard’s Bluff, yet on 
the north side of Tennessee river coal is 
found in small basins, and inferior qual- 
ities of red and brown iron ores. 

# %* 


The river cuts diagonellv through the 
bluff, leaving the “Deposit Biutf’ west 
and south of Beard’s Bluffa distance of 
one-half mile. The line of road is sur 
veyed to cross the Tennessee river at 
Deposit, a distance 01 seventy five miles 
from Boyle’sGap, The river is 780 feet 
wide, and an average depth at low water 
of twenty feet.

A spur of the coal formations‘ of the 
mountains called “Buck Snort” closes in 
near the Tennessee River about six 
miles northwest from Deposit, and 
across this spur, at Rickett’s Gap, the 
line is surveyed for the location. From 
this gapin a westerly direction a lipe

, Tennessee River, a distance of twenty 
miles, and,continued to Huntsville along 
the Whitesburg turnpike. Also from 
Rickett’s Gapa line was surveyed ina 
more northerly direction to pass near 
Vienna, ten miles from Deposit, crossing 
the Memphis and Charleston Railroad
